Preserving Eggs. 
There ure many ways in use by dealers 
forthe preservation of eggs. The method 


' most practiced throughout the country 


is the pickle of lime and salt, but even in 
this there is no cxact agreementas 
the proportions to be used =The follow- 
ing is one of the formulas uwd: Take 
one bushel unsiacked lime and eight 
quarts salt to sixty-five gallons of water. 
Siack the lime with a portion of the wa- 
ter, then add the balance of the water 
and salt. Stir it, and when well settled 
and cold draw off the clear pickle into 


| the preserving cask to the depth of fifteen 


inches aud putin as many eggs as tho 
pickhy willcover; at the same time pour 
in somo pickle that is a littl milky, so 
that the tine lime particles floating in it 
may close the pores in the shell 

Continuc in this way a3 every lot of 
egezs is added, and not put in linte 
ensuch tosettle in a thick eediment at 
the bottom and hold some of the eggs 
fast.

“White Heuse” Paint.” 

The formula here given is ono known 
as the “White House” paint or white- 
wash: 

Take one-half bushel of good unslaked 
lime; slake it with boiling water (cover 
during the process to keep in the steam), 
strain the liquid through a sieve and add 
to it a peck of salt dissolved in warm 
water, thres poundsef ground rice boiled 
toa thin past: Stir in, boiling hot, on: 
half pound of Spanish whiting, one 
pound ef white glue and five pallons of 
hot water. Let the mixture stand a few 
days, covered from dust, and apply hot 
With a whitewash brush. If a different 
color be desired, Spanish brown, yellow 
ocher or otber colors may be added. Do 
not sdd green. This makes a cheap. 
durablo paint for all kinds of outdoor 
woodwork, brick or stone. 


Fruit Trees in Exposed Places.
